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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election of the invention of group I, claims 33-51 drawn to a 
method of in vivo delivery of a peptide that binds to opioid receptor to a patient by 
administering allogeneic muscle cells in Paper filed 9-8-2003, with reverse, is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. However, after further consideration, it was determined that the elected 
invention is subject to further restriction as discussed below. 

Election/ Restriction 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 
35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 35-51, drawn to a method of in vivo delivery of a peptide that 
binds to opioid receptor to a patient, classifiable in class 424, subclass 
93.1. 

II. Claims 35-51, drawn to a method of in vivo delivery of a peptide that 
interferes with binding of substance P to its receptor, classified in class 
424, subclass 93.1. 

4. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following 
reasons: 

The inventions of group I and II are patentably distinct, one from the other, 
because they are drawn to materially different genes and methods of using such. 
The invention of group I is directed to a peptide which blocks opioid receptors 
whereas the invention of group II is drawn to a peptide which blocks binding of 
substance P to its receptor. Although, blocking the binding of both, the opioid and 
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substance P receptors to their respective ligands results in analgesic effects, the in 
vivo mechanisms of actions of opioid peptides and substance P are distinct . 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have 
acquired a separate status in the art shown by their recognized divergent subject 
matter, and because each invention requires a separate, non-coextensive search, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
